LONDON, May 29, °10:40 p.m.— 
The battle for the fortress of Praze- 
mys!, in Middle Galicia, remains the 
outstanding feature of the war. 
There has been heavy fighting 
north of Arras, where the French 
continue fo make progress, the Ger- 
mans admitting tonight their evacua- 
tion of Ablain. But this is a small 
affair compared with what is going on | 
around Przemys!.

GAIN; LARGE INCREASE - 
IN EXPORTS. | 


The collections for this month by 
the Collector of the Inte Revenue 


with $141,274.07 for the same month 
in 1914 and. $90,504.14 in May, 1912, 
The big increase is due to the collec- 
tion of special taxes and the payment 
of income tax by those who want to 
get in out of the wet before they be- 
come delinquent and are a 
heavy penalty. 

The figures for the month of May 
furnished by the Collector of Customs 
show there has been an increase of 
more than 100 per cent. In the value 
of exports from this port as compared 
with the same month last year. The 
figures for May, 1915, place the ex- 
ports at $280,509.06, as com 
with $125,036 for May;

THE PROFESSOR. 

Prof. Kodama was born thirty-eight 
years ago at Obi, in the Island of 
Kyushu, and belongs to the Samuri 
clan of Lord Ito. He was ieft an 
orphan at the age of five, and he spent, 
a lonely childhood. Almost from the 
first he was attracted to the study of 
the Chinese classics, and being of a 
dreamy, mystical nature, began to 
take up divination. His predictions 
grew bolder, more accurate, his know!l- 
edge of the ancient Chinese classics 
increased to such an extent that he 
attracted the attention of Takashima 
him into his own home. 
Prof, Kodama, beyond making himself 
miserable to conform to the custom 
of our country’s tailors (he says our 
clothes are most uncomfortable) says 
he is not inconvenienced by being in 
any country. He likes to see and 
learn; and though very modest about 
his predictions—saying that while the 
gods never err yet he sometimes mis- 
interprets their symbole—is gracious 
and patient in explaining the science 
of divination.

A few weeks ago Mr. Mulholland 
started two huge ditch machines at 
widely separated points, working to- 
ward each other. One machine was 

lace on the landscape just north 
of Srth and the other was at 
the edge of the San Fernando reser- 
voir. These machines kept gouging 
away at the rate of two feet a minute 
unti] they came so near to a colli- 
sion that laborers with spades were 
able to dig away the barrier of dirt 
between them with a few thrusts. 

The result of the process Was a 
ditch two and a half feet deep, ten 
feet wide and eight miles long, with 
a gravity slope from the great aque- 
duct reservoir to the point where it 
ends. Dropping gently away to the 
south from the line of this ditch are 
12,000 acres of land, every square 
foot of which can be irrigated by the 
simple oxpedient of tonstructing com- 
mon dirt ditches. The owners of this 
land are eager for the water and are 
willing to pay the city’s price for it. 

The Zelzah canal, as tt is called, is 
now full of water and ready for busi- 
ness. Lateral ditches are being du 
by land owners all through the sec- 
tion, and the revenue in sight is grow- 
ine ‘arger every day. 

The total cost of this temporary 
trunk line ditch is given by Mr. Mul- 
holland at $3500, this amount in- 
cluding labor and everything. Used 
to its capacity, this makeshift will 
bring in at the cent an inch per hour 
rate determined upon by the City 
Council in 1913, appfoximately $100,- 
000 a year.

Twenty-five thousand 
tons of steel in ali will be needed in 
work, 


For the irrigation of the portion of 
the annexed territory known officially 
as Los Angeles County Irrigation Dis- 
trict No. 3, and comprising all the land 
for which water will be provided un- 
der the y bond. issue; 315 miles 
of steel pipe will be required. The 
district includes 76,230 acres. The 
Migsion district near San Fernando, 
which contains 11,010 acres, comes 
under a separate estimate, and will 
not enter into the irrigation proceed- 
ings until it has voted bonds for its 
share of the general scheme. 

The district now provided for is 
divided into several smaller districts, 
each of which will have its own trunk 
line and laterals. Some of these 
divisions will get their supply from 
the San Fernando mains and some 
from the big pipes tapping the Chats- 
worth reservoir. The districts, with 
their irrigable area, follows: Chats- 
worth, 12,325 acres; North Chats- 
worth, 11,210 acres: San Fernando, 
10,405 acres; Calabasas, 12,185 acres; 
Providencia, 16,160 acres: Maclay, 
9110 acres, and Glendale, 4835 acres.

“IT am not remaining in Paris for 
amusement or pleasure. That is all 
past now. The city has taken a sober 
and somber aspect. Nearly a third 
of the women are in mourning. and 
sad-faced droopy-eyed girls, wives and 
mothers, are to be seen everywhere. 
It is a pitiful sight, the sorrows that 
the loved ones at home are suffering. 
Paris is gay no longer. The cafes and 
amusement places are deserted and 
the thoughts of everyoné are those 
of war. 

“Saturday night or rather 1:30 
Sunday morning. April 18, we were 
awakened by the Motor Fire Brigade 
of our section of the city, frantically 
rushing through the streets blowing 
on bugles, ‘garde vous,’ which 
means—‘‘guard yourself.””

ORDER to make official Baker's 
record across the continent, when

Car Company, went to New York and 
personally ayperintended the finish of 
the record. The car was officially 
checked in by members of the Auto- 
mobile Association of America, and 
then taken to the laboratories of the 
association, to be taken down and 
thoroughly inspected. 

Stutz made affidavit that the car 
Was an absolutely stock model and 
Baker made an affidavit that he had 
made no mechanical repairs whatever 
to the car during his trip across the 
continent. He also gave the details 
of the amount of gasoline and oil 


This part of the record is tryly 
wonderful, considering the speed at- 


tained, the distance and rough coun- 
try traveled. 

The official record shows the dis- 
tance to be 3728.4 mutes: twenty-five

Stutz averaged 10.6 miles to the gal- 
lon of gasoline: 440 miles on the gal- 
lon of oil. The nal tires went 
the entire distance, front tires’ not 
being ehanged, while three nail punc- 
tures were encountered in the rear 
tires. and new tubes put in.

H. Deaves of the Western Auto 
Electric says that one of the most 
frequent causes of diseatisfaction on 


the part of owners of electricaliy- 
equipped ears, is insufficient charging 
of their storage batteries. 

As a rule the owner has no idea 
of the long time it takes to recharge 
a battery that has begun to run down. 


jHe ts usually in a hurry, and wants 


to get his battery right back as quick- 
ly as possible when as a matter of 
fact he should ledve # at the charg- 
‘ing station for at least two days. 

If the battery man gives in, and 
lets Him take his battery, after it 
has been boosted on the line for only 
a few hours, it will apparently have 
considerable kick. but this is net 
permanent, and it will very quickly 
go dead again, as the saying is. The 
owner is raturally very dissatisfied 
and often serious injury is done to his 
tery. 
Thorough oa is one of the 
strong points in iflard battery serv- 
ice. The average car owner will 
readily appreciate reai service, if the 
man on the job will only take the 
pains to express to the owner just 
exactly what a short charge means 
to his battery. and in our experience 
they are always willing to do their 
part. * 

Another thing to bring to the mind 
of the car owners is about every nine 
months, or one year, he can prolong 
the life of his battery. and get bet- 
ter satisfaction out of jt, by having 


separators put in.

IX more two-and-half ton More- 
land distillate trucks were or- 
dered this week by the Western 

Metals Company. These trucks are 
being rushed through the local fac- 
tory as fast as possible and immedi-

driven to Trona_ to join the fleet of lfro 


five Morelands already operating be- 
tween that city and the Wild Rose 
Mines. 

The Wild Rose Mines are famous 
owing to their rich antimony de- 
posits, yet until the successful oper- 
ation of the Los Angeles manufac- 
tured power wagon in that territory, 
they lay practically abandoned owing 
to inefficient transportation facilities.

Cullop., Kansas City, 6 and 2; Dickson, 
Pittsburgh, 3 and 1; Lafitte, Brooklyn, 
6 and 2; Seaton, Brooklyn, 7 and 
GUNS AND MOTORS. : 

Ingenious Vehicies Have Been De~ 

@igned for the Transportation of 

Heavy Ordnance to the Firing Line. 

{Pearson's Weekly:}] The speed 
with which a commander can trans- 
fer his guns from one point on the 
Dattiefield to another often spells the 
G@ifference between success and defeat 
for his troops. For this reagon a num- 
ber of ingenious vehicles and portable 
guns have been invented which en- 
able the modern general to hustle his 
artillery for miles across country with 
& minimum waste of time. 

The motor car, of course, plays an 
important part in such undertakings. 
Light guns which are not sufficiently 
heavy to require haulage by the usual 
steam traction engines are carried on 
specially designed motor cars, which 
ean transport artillery across country 
at a speed of twenty miles an hour. 

These lorries have long rails pivoted 
ento them, which, when swung down- 
ward, stretch from the body of the 
vehicle down to the ground. Their 
purpose is to enable a gun to be run 
up onto the lorry in quick time. 

The wheels of,the gun fit on to hol- 
lowed-out rails, the ends of which rest 
on the ground, and the weapon is then 
pushed up on to the vehicle. When

The wheels of the lorries have round 
their rims a thick continuous chain 
composed of thick flat sections of iron. 
In this way the vehicles can drag 
themselves over hillocks and marshy 
ground like huge caterpillars, for the 
movable meta! feet climb over obstruc- 
tions and run down one side of a broad 
ditch and up the other bank with mar- 
velous precision. 

Some of the heavier vehicles have a 
long, continuous chain. composed of 
metal slabs, which runs round both 
back and front wheels, thus creating 
a line of tron “feet,” which crawl over 
the roughest country. 

For traveling about the firing . line 
and delivering attacks where the en- 
emy's onsiaughts are the fiercest, a 
new form of armored motor car has 
been invented. This is a powerful mo- 
tor vehicle, heavily armored and 
mounted with about six quick-firing 
guns.

U Goethals is an authority on 
any matter pertaining to war. His 
judgment that the Dardanelles cannot 
be forced by an attack from the sea 
will be generally accepted as a correct 
view. It is comforting to learn from 
the mouth of this authority that New 
York and.San Francisco are similarly 
impregnable from any attack by the 
combined fleets of the world. 

But this must not be seized upon by 


shallow enthusiasts as equal to a con- 


clusion that our coast defenses are all 
they ought to be. The Queen Eliza- 
beth and all the other superdread- 
naughts, dreadnaughts and all the 
other ships of the allied fleets may be 
unable to force the Dardanelles, Those 


besieging those narrow straits have 


arrived at this conclusion for them- 
selves, but they have not abandoned 
the siege. As the Japanese failed to 
force Port Arthur with their powerful 
fleet, but took it by a land attack, so 
the allied armies are now working into 
and behind the forts along the Darda- 
nelles, and if the great authority 
quoted above were to express his opin- 
ion on this undertaking, he would no 
doubt prophesy success. : 

Let us take our own home metropo- 
lis and see how San Francisco might 
be taken. In case of any trouble with 
a foreign nation there would be no 
frontal attack made on San Francisco, 
but a landing could be made at Half 
Moon Bay, at Santa Cruz or at Mon- 
terey, and then a land army could eas- 
ily take the forts around San Francisco 


from the rear. 


When Caesar landed his army in 
Britain it was a bigger task for him to 


convey a few legions across the nar- 


row seas in his open boats than it was 
for the allies to land 200,000 men on 
the Gallipoli Peninsula. They 
brought their timbers in their ships 
and built wharves along the coast to 
which their transports tied up, and on 
which they landed their armies with 
all their equipment, including siege 
guns, cavalry horses, ammunition, and 
stores for their men. 

Come right home. If in the next 
ten years we should have a brush with 
any powerful modern nation with an 
efficient fleet, San Pedro might be for- 
tified more strongly than the Darda- 
nelles, but all the money would be 
wasted, the guns would be useless, for 
the reason that the enemy would not 
try to force an entrance into the har- 
bor. They would land at Santa Mon- 
ica or down at Naples, throwing out 


aps, or if that were not practicable 


they could follow the example of the 


invaders of the Dardanelles and build 
wharves ‘where their troops might 
land. | 

We are learning a great deal from 


the wars of the present day. The 


Japanese in their attack upon Port 
Arthur invented the gopher style of 
warfare in which they dug themselves 
into trenches, burrowed underground 
and crept foot by foot up to the walls 
of the fortress, a modern defensive 
work which was unable to resist their 
assault. 

We have a lot to do to prepare our- 
selves not for war but for peace. It 
is the blindest kind of foolishness to 
go on living in a fool’s paradise, per- 
suading ourselves that we can live in 
peace with all the world, or resist at- 
tack with our bare hands if the attack 
comes upon us. We should double 


our navy with all possible speed. We 


should have a_ skeleton of an army 
thoroughly equipped and trained with 
at least half a million men. We 
should have a powerful fleet of sub- 
marine war vessels, another of trans- 
—_ and in addition to this we should 
ortify our cities from attack by land 
and sea. | 

A poverty-stricken nation could sail 
a fleet into Santa Monica Bay, land an 


army, and levy tribute of $200,000,000 
on Angeles, looting the vaults of 
every bank in the city. Look at 


China! 


A Long Pull and a Strong Pull. 


N OW is the time for all the people 
of the country without regard to 
any kind of divisions among them to 
get together and work persistently, in- 
telligently and earnestly for the build- 
ing up of our oversea commerce. 


When the republic was _ first 
founded it had ho manufactories worth 
speaking of, its industry being over- 
whelmingly agricultural. This left us 
little to sell excepting products of the 
soil and much to buy. Under the con- 
ditions the supreme question was the 
protecting of home markets for our 
industries, weak and crude as we | 
were. The policy has worked wit 
perfectly marvelous success, and today 
we have few products of the soil to 
spare for exports, but a great many of 
the products of our mills and factories 
which must find a market abroad if our 
people are to find continuous employ- 
ment and if prosperity is to reign 
throughout the country. Under the 
conditions of the past it is not at all to 
be wondered at that our people have 
not been very efficient as export trad- 
ers. With our lack of experience it 
will take a great deal of time, study 
and patience before we become efh- 
cient competitors with other people 
who have already learned their lesson 
and are past masters in the art. 


That we can learn the lesson and 
put it to practical results is not to be 
doubted for a moment. The people of 
the wonderful intelligence and great 
vitality of Americans cannot fail of 
accomplishing what any people on 
earth have succeeded in doing. Ger- 
many twenty-five years ago had 
scarcely any oversea commerce, but 
every man and woman in the empire 
got his shoulders to the wheel and 
pushed with all his might, so that in 
the twenty-five years Germany’s over- 
sea commerce has become the marvel 
of the world. There is no doubt in 
the minds of persons of broad intelli- 
gence that jealousy exciting alarm at 
this wonderful achievement lies deep 
down at the roots of the present war. 

It will require the help of those who 
make our laws and those who adminis- 
ter them to bring about a_ successful 
achievement of the aspirations of the 
country for a great oversea commerce. 
Perhaps the best work to be done at 
the moment by the mass of the people 
is to pick out men of intelligence in 
business, broad-minded and capable, 
to send to Congress... We have been 
sending to Congress who, have 
never achieved any success in business 
for themselves, and worse than that, 
men who have had no hand in business 
for others except in a very small way. 
It ought to be patent to the minds of 
all people that broad experience and a 
firm grasp gf business is necessary to 
make a good Congressman. 

It will not be easy for us to build up 
trade among foreign nations, and the 
war is not likely to make it any easier. 
When the war is over there will be a 
tremendous effort on the part of the 
nations engaged in the struggle to win 
back their trade. Now is the time for 


us to procure a. part of the world’s 


business, and we can do it if we go to 
work at it in the right way. 

This will require the study of condi- 
tions in the countries where we wish 
to sell goods. Our manufacturers 
will have to learn to produce the 
things needed in the outside world, to 
put them up in such a way that they 
will commend themselves to the buy- 
ers, and the salesmen who ca on 
the business abroad will have to be 
men of broad intelligence, diplomatic 
and polished, and the first requisite 
will be a thorough, accurate, critical 
knowledge of the languages spoken by 


the people with whom they will have}

We have forced “‘of- 
fensive” and “objective” to do duty as 
nouns in spite of the fact that they are plain 
and indubitable adjectives, and we freely 
“bombard,” though it would be quite as rea- 
sonable for a pillow fighter to say be “pil- 
lowed.” 

Perhaps the most curious thing in this 
connection is the way in which we have been 
driven back upon the old verb “flee.” 
the era of the Zeppelin and the aeroplane 
we should certainly have said “the German 
fleet ‘flies’ before the British;” now we say 
it “flees,” because “flying” seems to connote 
motion above the surface of the earth. 
There are a hundred subtle differences of 
this sort to which war has impelled us, and

War Rates. 


The report of the London County Coun- 
cil, which controls the rates and taxes for 
London, is interesting in that a point of 
such sincere economy has been made that 
the rate has been reduced two cents in 
every five dollars since the war broke out.

Artificial ice Safest. 


If she lives in some Southern city where 
the only ice available is either artificial ice, 
or natural ice that has been shipped hun- 
dreds of miles from the North, she will 
choose the artificial ice, unless she knows 
absolutely that the natural ice is free from 
disease-producing bacteria. That she can 
learn by calling on the Health Officer, who 
in his laboratories can easily determine 
whether or not the ice is safe or dangerous. 

The safest way, however, is not to put ice 
into the water, or allow it to come into ac 
tual contact with food. Drinking water 
kept in bottles in the refrigerator will be 
come cold enough for anyone to drink.

For Beauty and Order.

From the northern lumber mills come re- 
ports of noticeable improvements in that line 
of trade by rail going inward and by ships 
going outward. Many of the mills which 
were shut down are operating. Cargo ship- 
ments from Gray's Harbor for the last month 
are the largest since the war broke out, forty- 
one vessels sailing with cargoes totaling 
31,470,200 feet. This shows that the build- 
ing in every way is picking up all through 
the country. 

A week ago in Los Angeles the sale of the 
Rex Arms, an immense apartment-house on 
Orange street, just west of Figueroa, at $600, 
000, half of it paid in cash, seemed quite like 
old times. 

Simultaneously appeared the news that O. 
T. Johnson, a local capitalist of heavy means, 
was preparing to build an immense apart- 
ment-house in the Crown Hill section be- 
tween Sixth street and Crown Hill avenue. 

These are two large transactions flanked 
by very numerous smaller ones, many of 
them of considerable importance. In the 
country, sales of farm and orchard property 
are moving with increased speed and in in- 
creased size of transactions.

To Eliminate Grade Crossings. 

OS ANGELES is a city of more than 

half a million people, to become be- 
fore the end of the first quarter of the cen- 
tury a city of double that size. It is a city, 
too, of magnificent distances, and to ac- 
commodate this vast population living in 
such a wide extent of territory there has 
been developed here one of the most com- 
plete street-railroad systems in the world, 
and one managed most admirably. All the 
beaten paths of the world, moreover, by 
land and sea, lead to Los Angeles, the city 
of heart’s desire for all the world. Three 
continental railroad systems enter the city, 


which, because of their branches, equal six 


trunk lines anywhere else than here. Mone- 
over the country around is served by a mul- 
titude of branch lines, and then there is the 
adjunct of the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany which operates the street lines, the 
Pacific Electric operating the interurban 
lines. A map of these railroad lines would 
not be like the wheel of a wagon but like a 
spider’s web, so thick would the lines run 
and so many would be the crossings.

NNOUNCEMENT has just been made, 
in a standard publication, that a cure 
for cancer has at last been dis 

covered. The announcement is made by Dr. 

S. P. Beebe, professor of experimental 

therapeutics at Cornell University Medical 

College, and gives promise that an epoch- 


marking discovery—perhaps the most im- 


portant since the discovery of anesthesia 
three-quarters of a century ago—has been 
made: and that the most frightful and 
loathsome menace to middle-aged and 
elderly people ‘has finally succumbed to 
science. 

Most of us will be inclined to regard the 
announcement of this discovery with justi- 
fiable skepticism. The memory of the 
much-heralded curative effects of radium 
is still fresh. But in justic to the radium 
enthusiasts, it should be said that their of- 
ficial statements were most conservative; 
and, furthermore, that radium doep act 
beneficially in certain types of cancers. 
Moreover, the reputation of Prof. Beebe as 
@ careful_observer, and the character of his 
associates, is a guarantee that something 
quite out of the ordinary has been accom- 
plished, something has stood the test of 
close, practical scrutiny before the an- 
nouncement was made 

* 


How the Remedy is Applied. 


The discoverer of the remedy is Alexan- 
der Horovitz, Ph.D., an Austrian chemist 
and biologist, who carried on the pre- 
liminary studies in his own country. His 
later experiments have been made in this 
country under the direction of Dr. Beebe 
and Dr. J. Wallace Beveridge. And it was 
under their direction that the method of ap- 
plying the remedy was perfected. 

This method consists simply in the hypo- 
dermic injection of the remedy, in prac- 
tically the same manner that serums and 
antitoxins are administered.

In some cases the cure is hastened by 
-Jocal applications of the remedy in connec 
tion with the hypodermic administration. 
Indeed, this was the method of treatment 
originally applied by the discoverer. Dr.

contained in the poultice itself. The ap-

intense reddening of the skin and, if the ap- 
plication was prolonged in the beginning of 
the treatment, blistering might be produced. 
It had the effect of active counter irritation. 
However, the effect went farther than this. 
The malignant mass in many cases gradual- 
ly became edematous, softer than before, 
. « +» and if the skin was broken there 
was a profuse serous discharge. . . 
There was at the same time an inmprove- 
ment in the general condition of the patient, 
evidenced by the relief from pain, increase 
in appetite, and a marked improvement in 
the toxemia or cachexia accompanying the 
disease.”

This arrangement will evebaet the public 
against the alleged “cures” that are sure to 
flood the market, with the usual claims of 
potency, and for the sole purpose of fatten- 
ing some individual’s pocket at the expense 
of other persons’ suffering. With the plan 
of free treatment in reputable hospitals in 
operation, however, there will be little ex- 
cuse for deception by charlatanism. 

It is too soon to attempt to estimate what 
the new treatment may mean to the world; 
but the conservative statement made in Dr. 
Beebe’s report indicates the need and possi- 
bilities of the remedy. “Approximately 75,- 
000 persons died in the United States during 
the last twelve months from this disease 
(cancer),” he says, in referring to the older 
methods of treatment. “While there are 
no available statistics, I believe it is a con- 
servative estimate to state that, with our 
present methods of treatment, at least 80 
per cent. of all persons in who develop 
malignant tumors, ultimately reach the in- 
operable, incurable stage.” I is this 80 
per cent., or 60,000 persons, that it is hoped 
the new remedy will save annually. 


Tobacco and Heart Disease. 


ease in the United States annually. The 
amount of tobacco used in this country is 
increasing steadily. What, if any, is the 
connection between these two important 
facts? 

If we may judge from the very latest in- 
vestigations, the part played by tobacco in 
producing organic heart disease is insignif- 
icant. “If experimentation, pharmacology 
and clinical observation have taught . one 
single fact about the action of tobacco,” 
says Prof. Brooks, of New fork, “it is that 
its effects, while occasionally very danger- 
ous, are evanescent.” 

This does not mean that certain conditions 
are not made worse by tobacco, but simply 
that very few organic conditions dangerous to 
life are actually produced by it. Moreover, 
there is a growing belief that tobacco, when 
used in reasonable quantities, does not pro- 
duce many of the dangerous symptoms in 
organic heart conditions that were formerly 
attributed to it. But in angina pectoris, the 
dangerous, and usually fatal, disease in- 
volving the heart arteries, which causes ex- 
cruciating pain in the cardiac region and in 
the left shoulder and arm—in this con- 
dition tobacco is distinctly harmful, even 


in small amounts. 


It is true that a condition which stimu- 
lates angina in the location, and character 
of the pain is produced by the abuse of to- 
bacco. But this tobacco angina is not an 
organic, or a dangerous condition, and is 
promptly relieved by discontinuance. True 
angina is made worse by tobacco, but is not 
relieved by discontinuing it. | 
Excessive use of tobacco, in any form, 
is undoubtedly harmful, particularly to cer- 
tain sensitized individuals. But there is no 
evidence to show that it actually produces 
organic diseases. Otherwise we should be 
a race of short-lived invalids. In point of 
fact, the average span of life seems to be 
increasing, despite the increased use of to- 
bacco. 


New Treatment of Angina. 


True angina accompanies the condition of 
hardened arteries called arteriosclerosis, is 
probably the result of hardening of the ar- 
teries of the heart itself, and; as was said 
a moment ago, has hitherto been considered 
practically incurable. Recently, however, 


electricity in the special form known as the

‘high frequency current, has been found to 


give great relief, and may even be curative 
in certain cases. 

The method employed requires expert ap- 
plication, but is nevertheless relatively 
simple. The high frequency current is ap- 
plied with a glass vacuum electrode to the 
front and back of the chest for about five 
minutes each. The current used is strong 
enough to redden the skin slightly toward 
the end of the treatment, but currents of 
this strength cause no pain or discomfort. 
The treatments are given twice a week, and 
although they may give relief after a few 
applications, they must be continued for 
several months to produce curative effects. 

During the high frequency applications 
no other form of treatment is administered. 
And it has been demonstrated, in some in- 
stances at least, that there is a general im- 
provement in the arteriosclerotic condition 
of all the arteries, as well as in the ones 
directly responsible for the angina. 


Time for Work, Play and Sleep. 


A good division of time for the average 
person is six to eight hours’ work, four 
hours of rest, meals included; three of pleas- 


‘ure of a kind which employs faculties that 


were not used during work: and eight id 
nine hours of sleep. 

The faculties that are active during busi- 
ness hours should be entirely relieved each 
week for thirty-six hours. This is achieved 
best by a diversion, the blood being drawn 
away from those parts to which it habitual- 
ly flows while engaged in one’s usual work. 
On the other hand, one must be cautious 
not to tire one’s self by the diversion itself. 
Each year once, or twice, if possible, a va- 
cation of at least twelve days should be 
taken. Ten days are necessary to remove 
from the brain centers the rhythm that has 


[been accepted automatically through an 


ever-repeated kind of activity. This so-called 
“perserverism” is over, in a healthy person, 
at the latest on the eleventh day, when the 
brain is ready to work with renewed 
energy.—[{The Heart and Bloodvessels. 


Nourishment and Growth. 


One naturally supposes offhand that any 
food that is thoroughly nourishing will also 


be productive of growth in young animals,| 


and children. But recent experiments in- 
dicate that unless there are certain growth- 
producting elements in foods, body growth 
will not take place, even though the body 
itself is perfectly nourished. 

For example, it is possible to stop the 
growth of half-grown rats, meanwhile keep- 
ing them perfectly nourished, by feeding 
them abundantly with starch, lard and milk 
from which the cream had been removed. 
This process of stopping the growth is in 
no wise conparable to stunting by under- 
feeding, as these animals are given all the 
food of this special kind they wish. More- 
over, when whole milk is substituted for 
creamless milk, or if a small amount of un- 
salted butter is given, the rats begin to 
grow immediately. It appears, therefore, 
that in this instance, butter is the element 
necessary to growth, although not necessary 
to nutrition. And this experiment suggests 
that the growth-elements in food, and the 
nutrition elements, may be quite different, 
although both are necessary to perfect de- 
velopment.

GRICULTURAL editors, of a right, ex- 
press admiration for the efficient quar- 
antine on eastern and foreign nursery 

stock by our county and State officers. We 
could hardly be faithful to our rural indus- 
tries if we did not sustain the work done in 
this line. The quarantine in operation, how- 
ever, is very easy to give rise to many cases 
of gross injustice, the particular form of 
which is the damage done to shipments of 
good nursery stock by inspectors at their 
work. Oftentimes the packages are opened 
and the packing so loosened that the roots 
are given an opportunity to dry out and the 
consignment ruined, even though it were 
healthy stock and in every way in full com- 
pliance with our laws, | 
Our public officials are not employed 

the purpose of destroying property which is 
in perfect health. There is sufficient loss 
to the individual, in the burning of infected 
‘nursery stock. It is not befitting the high 
responsibilities of a nursery quarantine of- 
ficer to become careless of the: property of 
citizens over which he has momentary con- 
trol. 


These thoughts are directed by the expert- 
ence which a number of prominent citizens 
have suffered on shipments of nursery stock 
from Geneva, N. Y. There is a quarantine 
against the importation of peach trees into 
California from New York State. In carry- 
ing out this quarantine the Los Angeles hor- 
ticultural officer assumed legal charge of the 
consignments upon arrival and finding peach 
trees ignorantly included in the list, stored 
them away on a dry shelf until the con- 
signees were notified by mail. In one case, 
- the consignee living on rural route No. 11, 
was addressed to rural route No. 1. In an- 
other case the consignee was not addressed 
for many days after the arrival of the stock. 
By agreeing to have the peach trees re 
moved and destroyed consignees were 
finally, after much delay, allowed to have

Home-made Electricity. 

In a new work entitled “Electricity for the 
Farm,” by Frederick Irving Anderson, pub- 
lished by The Macmillan Company, New 
York, every detail of the information that we 
want upon this subject is given. A one- 
horse-power water wheel, or gas engine, with 
a one-quarter kilowatt electric generator is 
quoted as satisfactorily lighting a farm 
home. A diminutive plant of this character 
is somewhat of a toy, but a very practical 
ptoy to the housewife who is forced to use 
kerosene lights. At first glance this work 
is not so appealing to the average California 
ranch home because we do not usually enjoy 
the sight of meadow brooks running power 
to waste, to which strong reference is made. 
The work, however, covers the entire field 
of electric development for the small house- 
hold, including the operation of gas engine 
and windmill development. However, we do 
have the equivalent of “meadow brooks run- 
ning valuable power to waste.” We have the 
hillside homes far removed from the public- 
service electric lines to which water is piped 
to the highest point. At this high point, as 
we have heretofore urged and hereafter will 
urge, there should be an artificial lake—anot 
the crude type of irrigation reservoir, but 
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Passing of Noted Garden Editor. 


News of the passing of George P. Hall, 
first president of the Horticultural Commis- 
sioners’ Association of this State, will be 
felt as a personal loss to thousands of rural 
home owners throughout the Southwest who 
have been acquainted with him as a garden 
editor for over a quarter of a century. 
George P. Hall knew how to make things 
grow and he had the happy faculty of mak- 
ing other people know also. During the last 
years of his life he devoted himself to the 
leadership of the little-landers idea in a San 
Diego colony, where he helped to teach folks 
the simple ideas that their best home mar- 
ket for poultry and garden stuff was within 
their own stomachs. What they grew and 
ate was subjected to no tribute of political 
or commercial systems. In that colony he 
was a hero of the George Washington type, 
a father to the community, a blessing and a 
benediction to the cause of independence 
for the individual upon a small area of land. 
The work to which he devoted himself dur- 
ing the last ten years of his life is but little 
understood as yet; but Hall performed his 
part in the foundation work of a great social 
movement and at a ripe and happy old age 
has advanced on “to the thitherward side of 
the mountain of mist in the valley of Over- 
there.”

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Should there be a mountain fire next sum- 


mer, would it not be wise for the county to 


have a nursery of young trees coming on 
which could be immediately planted over the 
burned area? If there were no fire, there 
are plenty of hill residents to accept and 
plant them, and plenty of areas already 
burned over in the past which can be won- 
derfully strengthened on forestry lines. 

We have had some lamentable experiences 
with mountain tree planting because our for- 
ost officers have not had the funds to do the 
work in an effective manner. In addition, 
they have had to experiment and test varie- 
Hes and methods of planting on a hundred 
different lines. 

There should be no discouragement among 
such officials. The industries and the com- 
munities of the valley. must eventually per- 
ish or forest the mountains. The successful 
esults achieved can be handsomely multi- 
lied. It has been ever so. 

In our development of California the rai- 
sins were first planted at Riverside and the 
industry later centered at Fresno. In the 
interim there was much loss and many . 
heartbreaks. So with the planting of forest 
trees we had to learn the methods of plant- 
ing and the varieties suited for the various

| strides have been made lately in the produc- 
tion of extremely low temperatures, result- 
ing in some most valuable discoveries in the 
field of science and engineering, high tem- 
perature work has been relatively less suc- 
cessful, in spite of the very important re- 
sults likely to be derived in this connection. 
In fact, until very recent time, the tempera- 
tures of many of our usual sources of light, 
such as carbon. filaments and arc lamp 
craters, could not be gauged with even a fair 
degree of approximation. 

In an address delivered before the Society 
of National Culture not long ago, Dr. Otto 
Lummer, the well-known physicist of Bres-

nants the actual temperature can be gauged, 
we must be satisfied with determining the 
effective temperatures of celestial bodies. 
Supposing the sun to radiate like a “black” 
body, that is, a body perfectly absorbing any 
incident radiation of any wave-length what- 
soever, its “effective” or “black” temperature 
can be determined from the sum total of 
radiation sent to the earth (solar constant.) 
the figure thus found being about 6000 de- 
grees centigrade. 
Now, Dr. Lammer, in the course of his re- 
cent work, has succeeded not only in reach- 
ing, but in considerably exceeding this ef- 
fective sun temperature. In this connection 
he was guided by the fact brought out by 
his previous experiments, that the tempera- 
ture of the craters of an arc lamp burning 
in the open atmosphere cannot be driven be- 
yond a maximum figure (4500 degrees centi- 
grade,) this temperature thus being constant 
within wide limits of current intensity and 
arc length. 

The constancy of this temperature could 
be due to the carbon’s reaching either its 


having yet then been unable to melt the car- 
bon of arc lamps, and the melting of carbon 
at ordinary pressures being considered un- 
feasible, he could not but conclude that the 
temperature observed was the boiling point.

Some Experiments with Turkeys. By M. M. Stearns. 


BREEDING PROBLEMS. | 


HITE HOLLAND turkeys are slightly 
W more susceptible to disease than 
the breeds with dark plumage. Ever 
since experimenting with the different varie- 
ties I have been trying to secure greater 
vigor in the Whites. Having a poor start— 
for the first birds of this breed that I pur- 
chased were not strong—I!I tried for three 
years to secure stronger poults by bringing 
in new blood. But while there was some 
slight gain in strength, it was hardly enough 
to be noticeable. Finally I sent to Chicago 
for a gobbler of supposed prize quality. The 
bird that was shipped to me was hot pure 
white, but had a bluish tinge, having appar- 
ently a small amount of Blue or Slate as well 
as White Holland blood. I hesitated to mate 
this bird, as it was obviously not pure- 
blooded, to my thoroughbred White Holland 
hens, but finally decided to do so. The result 
was a greater increase in strength than any- 
thing I had previously secured. The poults 
were almost as strong as Bronzes. 

In all probability, the White Holland gob- 
blers that I had used during the unsuccess- 
ful attempts to get stronger poults were too 
much like the hens to which they were 


mated, and were equally susceptible to dis-| 


ease. Apparently the slight touch of an alien 
strain brought together birds that were more 
unlike; the result was that the best charac- 
teristics of each were transmitted to the 
baby turks, which were, compared to the 
previous generation, relatively immune to 
disease. Moreover, they all showed pure 
White Holland marking, without a single dis- 
colored feature. 


Similar results, apparently out of all pro- 
portion to the means adopted to secure them, 
have been obtained by other breeders of my 
acquaintance through mating birds that 
were for some reason or other entirely dis- 
similar. In one instance mating small black 
turkey hens to a good Bronze gobbler gave 
hardy poults that grew with astonishing 
rapidity and were exceedingly vigorous. A 
few of the young birds showed biack plu- 
mage and quit growing when they reached 
the size of the black turkey hens—about ten 
to twelve pounds. On the other hand, the 
poults that showed the Bronze feathering 


There were, of course, exceptions in both

latter remaining small, but all matured more 
rapidly than the parent stock on either side, 
and were more vigorous. | 

The results of adding a strain of wild 
blood to the ordinary domestic Bronze tur- 
keys is widely recognized. The poults of the 
ensuing generation are invariably stronger 
than the full-blooded Bronze poults. More 
over, it is not necessary to cross the wild 
birds directly with the domestic Bronze 
breeds to secure this result; a small propor- 
tion of wild blood—such as would be ob- 
tained by using a gobbler of one-fourth or 
one-eighth wild stock—usually gives equally 
good results. 

The problem of feeding baby turks is one 
that has perplexed every person that has had 
anything to do with turkeys. And the con- 
fusing part of the matter is that under vary- 
ing conditions varying results are obtained. 
Gne rancher of the Pomona Valley who 
started in to raise turkeys on quite an ex- 
tensive scale put the small poults on ordi- 
nary commercial chick feed with great suc- 
cess. Hig land is situated at the edge of 
the hills; his birds were hardy and the 
weather conditions that season were pecu- 
Harly favorable for turkeys. He came to be 
Heve that he had made something of a dis- 
covery concerning turkeys, and supposed 


Johick feed to the baby turks, he had very 


poor success, and during the third year ran 
so far behind that he considered his entire 
turkey venture a failure and sold out his 
flock for a fraction of what it had cost him. 
The point unquestionably Was that during 
the first season the small turkeys were suf- 


other particles, of which the chick feed was 
composed, and get away with it; the next 
year when weather conditions were not so 
good, and the poults did not have so great 
vitality, poor results were obtained, and in 
the third season chick feed spelled death. 

I have tried the experiment of feeding a 
healthy brood of poults whole grains from 
the start—using a single feed of whole wheat 
at night and allowing the poults during the 
day ordinary rations of curd, bread and 
milk, and so on. The turkeys seemed to 
thrive because of the wheat—but this was 
an exceedingly healthy brood. I tried the 
same experiment a couple of weeks later with 
less sturdy poults that had been hatched in 
an incubator, and a large proportion of them 
died; they were not strong enough to eat 
the heavy grains and profit by them. 

It is difficult to make turkey hens sit satis- 
factorily in confinement. But it can be done. 
I have tried placing several turkey hens in 
a single compartment twelve feet square, 
and found that with some extra care fair 
results could be accomplished. The nests 
of five hens in such a compartment were 


the turkeys never seemed to learn which 
was their own particular nest. Whenever 
any turkey hen left her nest, leaving eggs 
uncovered, the turkey hen sitting close by 
would become very uneasy, ard not infre- 
quently one of them would leave her own 
eggs and cover those that were uncovered 
in the next nest. Only when all the nests 
were covered could satisfactory sitting go 
on. If all the hens left the nests at the 
same time—as when they were fed in the 
evening—they would rarely all go back 
on their own nests. However, the in- 
cubation was fairly successful and a reason- 
ably good hatch was secured from all] the 
clutches. All the hens were very much more 
tame than turkey hens ordinarily are. 
Breeding with both turkey hens and 
chicken hens is apt to prove disastrous. If 
chicken hens only are used, good results can 
be obtained.

Are We Spoiling Two Breeds? 


Those of us who have been in the poul- 
try fancy for a longer period than since 
day before yesterday, can recall the great 
popularity of the Silver Wyandotte, now but 
rarely seen excepting a small flock here 
and there; we can also recall the broad 
barring of the Plymouth Rock of twenty- 
five years ago. The first Silver Wyandottes 
showed broad open lacing, rendering the 
bird handsome even to a novice; the per- 
sistent tendency to produce the fine nar- 
row lacing of the present-day Silver Wyan- 
dotte, in our estimation, has injured its 
beauty and popularity.

A State Poultry Commissioner. 


In lieu of the fact that there was some 
doubt as to the measure creating a Cali- 
fornia Department of Agriculture becom- 
ing law at this session of the Legislature 
(which would have provided for poultry 
culture) there was introduced an independ- 
ent bill creating a poultry commission, 
which was duly passed. In general terms 
the duties of this commission are dual in 
character i.e, both educational and com- 
mercial. It provides for the publication 
of a monthly bulletin in which are to be 
given practical information and instruction 
on advanced methods in the care and 
management of fowl as well as methods 


ucts to the best advantage. It also carries 
authority to enforce sanitary regulations on 
poultry farms and in the quality of the fin- 
ished product and manner of putting the 

same on the market 
To foster and promote poultry culture 
under the auspices of the State is largely 
experimental in California, though widely 
practiced in other commonwealths. That 
it will work out advantageously if placed 
in competent hands, there is every reason 
to believe. The State has given recogni- 
tion in this respect to horticulture, dairy- 
ing and agriculture. If feasible in one dl- 
vision of rural economy it is equally so in 
another. Here’s hoping that the Poultry 
Commission will make good along educa- 
tional lines, for in no way can it render 
a greater service than to banish ignorance 
in every division of the industry. No 
greater service can a government render 
its people than to be the means of diffus- 
ing intelligence, for on it justice is based,

Dry Feeding, Grain and Wet Mash Ration. 


The two systems of dry mash and grains 
and wet mash and grains, both supple- 
mented with plenty of green food, grit and 
ground shell, are so well known and widely 
practiced as to require no description. Ex- 
perimental tests with these systems that 
have been carried on by experiment-station 
workers only confirms their adaptability to 
the well-being of fowl life, nevertheless, as 
between the two some variations in final re-: 
sults are enumerated in the two following 
paragraphs: 

Dry feeding—cracked grain, cracked 
grain and dry mash, or dry mash—all fed in 
connection with beef scrap, give less rapid 
growth than the same ration with the mash 
fed in a moist condition. 


Wet mash and beef scrap—fed without 
cracked grain—produce rapid growth at low 
cost, and smooth, plump chicks, when mash 
is made of ground corn, ground wheat, 
ground hulled oats, and bran; but when 
mash was composed of by-products and corn 
meal, with beef scraps, excessive mortality 
rand wunmeven growth of chicks resulted. 

A combination of wet and dry feeding— 
grain and mash-—resulted in low mortality, 
produced good, active, well-grown, well- 
feathered chicks, and a more even growth, 
with low cost per“pound of gain in weight. 

Young chicks having moist mash with 
grain made more rapid growth than those

Just as I was about to broach 
another topic, he said: “I Have never told 
anyone the story of that rifle, and yet it 
came near causing an outbreak of two tribes 
of the Apache Indians, which would have 
cost the government a heavy sum and kept 
the soldiers in Arizona jumping like fleas 
possibly for a year or two, and there is no 
way of reckoning how many ranchers or 
travelers would have been victims. 

“Have you ever heard of tiswin, or tula- 
pai?” he asked, and when I acknowledged 
my ignorance, he continued: “It fs a drink 
made by the Apache Indians, and the gov- 
ernment uses the most stringent methods to 
prevent its concoction, for after it has fer- 
mented it is a dangerous intoxicant. 

“There has been a great deal of legal dis- 
cussion as to whether tiswin or tulapai, as 
it-is more commonly known among the 
Apaches, is an alcoholic drink within the 
meaning of the revenue law. Courts have 
decided for and against, and Indians have 
been convicted of violating the internal rev- 
enue laws, ‘moonshining.’ Examination by 
government experts shows that the liquor 
usually contains from 2 per cent. alcohol up, 
but the old Indians insist that in tribal days, 
before they came in contact with the influ- 
ence of civilization, tiswin was not an intox- 
icant but a food. Army officers who are in 
a position to judge fairly, incline to this be- 
lief. 

“Now, however, tiswin is seldom made 
without being adulterated by poisonous 
roots or vile whisky. When this class of 
tiswin is drunk to excess, the victim be- 
comes crazed and kills without provocation. 
It has been asserted that the Indians fast 
several days previous to indulging in a tis- 
win spree, but this frequently happened be- 
cause they had nothing else to nourish

them, and in the old days tiswin was used 


as a food when other supplies fell short. 

“It was during the time when Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles was in command of the Department 
of Arizona, that the episode connected with 
that Henry rifle occurred, and with the rifle 
was associated as a factor an innocent little 
bed of young, green corn. 

“Despite the breaking up of camps where 
the Indians congregated secretly to make 
and drink tiswin, the subsequent punish- 


ment in military guard-houses of frontier 


garrisons, the industry flourished in the 
days of Crook and Miles, and will probably 
continue to a certain extent among these 
Indians until they have vanished as a race. 

“In 1888 Capt. John L. Bullis, acting In- 
dian agent under the War Department, had 
authority in minor cases of violation of the 
revenue laws among the Indians on the San. 
Carlos Reservation, in Southwestern Ari- 
zona. Information had been given that 
Chiichuana, head chief of the Tonto Indians, 
had dug up the ground under a bunk in his 
tent, and thus made an excellent forcing 
bed for the corn he had planted there with 
which to make tiswin. When detected, the 
corn was three inches high, just about ready 
to be used. Whether Chilchuana had been 
employing this method previously was a 
mooted question, as he had been indulging in 
tiswin but the army officers had been unable 
to discover where he procured it. 

“With the discovery of the forcing-bed, 
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Chilchuana was arrested and tried in San 
Carlos, receiving the sentence of confine- 
ment in the guard-house at San Carlos for 
one year. 

“Then arose another problem. The guard- 
house at San Carlos consisted merely of a 
square of adobe walls not over ten feet 
high, and without a vestige of a roof, and 
hence was hardly adapted to safe-guarding 
any prisoner, especially an Indian serving 
a long term almost within speaking distance 
of his friends. In his quandary, Capt. Bullis 
consulted the commanding officer of the 
troops at San Carlos, Capt. Charles L. 
Cooper, and a report was made regarding 
conditions to the Department Commander, 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles, requesting authority 
to have the sentence carried out at Fort 
Grant, Arizona, about eighty miles distant 
from San Carlos. 

“Approval being received, Chilchuana was 
sent to Fort Grant under guard of a troop of 
cavalry, as it was not improbable that an 
attempt would be made by members of his 
tribe to effect his rescue en route. Chil- 
chuana being head chief of the Tonto Apa- 
ches, the term of imprisonment in a guard- 
house was considered the greatest indignity 
that he could suffer. However, he reached 
Fort Grant without trouble, and was turned 
over to the military authorities and entered 
as a prisoner. Then every one concerned 
breathed a sigh of relief, knowing that an 
outbreak of Indians had been warded off. 

“Three days after he reached Fort Grant, 
Chilchuana, with the other prisoners, turned 
out for reveille call, The guard was drowsy 
and unsuspecting, and the Indian leaped at 
him suddenly, knocking him down, then 
grabbing the soldier's carbine and belt of 
cartridges, holding those around him at bay, 
he managed to evade all attempts to inter- 
cept him, and dodging among the rocks, 
made his escape. 

“In order to understand how this was pos- 

sible, one must know that the country 
around Fort Grant is covered with very high 
grass growing in bunches, called sacatone, 
and an Indisa can easily conceal himself in 
these clumps, or among the huge boulders. 
One of the earliest training ‘stunts’ of an 
Apache baby is to learn to drop from sight 
and lie motionless. So an Indian can es- 
cape detection where any other individual 
would be discovered without trouble. Fort 
Grant lies against the slope of the Graham 
Mountains, directly at the base of Mt. Gra- 
ham, which rises over 10,000 feet above the 
sea level, and is extremely rugged. The 
alarm was given at once, and the soldiers 
started out, hoping to recapture him, but the 
contour of the country, the Indian's knowl 
edge of the section, the fact of his being 
afoot while the pursuers were mounted, 
made the task of the cavalry almost as diffi- 
cult as putting an elephant into a field to 
destroy a flea by trampling it. 
» “Meantime the commanding officer at San 
Carlos received information that the entire 
tribe of Apache Indians on the San Carlos 
Reservation were grealy excited, and had 
evidently learned through their wireless 
methods of signals about the escape from 
Fort Grant. These signals are made by 
smoke in daytime and fire at night, the 
flames being smothered by a’ blanket, in a 
crude Morse code. An Indian is always on 
the outlook for any signals, and he, in turn, 
transmits it to the next watcher, so the mes- 
sage is carried for many miles. Knowing 
the excitement at San Carlos meant trouble 
if Chilchuana reached his friends, the com- 
manding officer kept the military wires busy 
with messages to Fort Grant, warning them 
not to let the pursuing troops chase Chil- 
chuana toward San Carlos, as it would mean 
a big Apache outbreak. 

“Chilchuana was not caught, and every- 
thing apparently quieted down for a while. 
Then the commanding officer at San Carlos 
was informed by an Indian who was in the 
Secret Service, sub rosa, that Chilchuana 
was back on the San Carlos Reservation.

Then after duly 
admiring it, the Indians returned it to him, 
and departed, while he went to bed. 

“The next morning he broke camp and 
started on his way, but had barely made 
three miles when he was attacked by two 
of the Indians who had talked to him the 
night before. After killing him, they took 
the Henry rifie and ammunition, but nothing 
else was touched, and though his body was 
found very shortly, the two murderers had 
made good their escape. 

“This made two separate parties of fugi- 
tive Indians, both being hunted by the gov- 
ernment.
